Many visitors to the World's Fair will 
for the first time see human beings held 


‘fu slavery when they cali at the Philippine 


village. ; 


There are a hundred of the slaves, and 
they appear to take their bondage in a 


matter-of-fact way. If they chafe under 
their restraint they show no evidence of it. 

The slaves on the reservation are all held 
by the Moro tribe, and are in two groups 
or clans, respectively known as Manalaos 
and Lanaos. Of these tribal divisions all 
but a few are slaves and their masters are 
_ reat chiefs, who hold the power of life 
“and death among their people. 

The supreme chiefs are known as sultans, 
of which there are two or three among the 
Manalaos. The lesser chiefs are dattos. 
All except the sultans and dattos are 
slaves. 

The sluves work for and pay tribute to 
the datto, who in turn pays tribute to the 
“man higher up,"’ the sultan to whom he 
huppens to owe allegiance. 

The sultans, besides, own large yretinues 
of personal servants or slaves 

Slaves are acquired in battle. When a 
sultan runs out of retainers he goes to 
war with a neighboring sultan, and if he 
wins he comes back with a long train of 
human loot. If he loses he leaves behind 
a lot of his own men and is lucky if the 
conqueror does not follow him home and 
despoll him of his supporters, so that he 
is compelied to make his own living until 
he can get together a new crop of slaves. 

Formerly these slaves, were. bought and 
sold, but when the United States took pos- 
session of the islands a prociamation was 
issued prohibiting the traffic in human 
flesh, which has recently been accepted by 
the sultans, who now can obtain new chat- 
tels only by conquest. 

It may be asked why these slaves from 
the Orient do not seek to be free now that 
they are in the land that plays freedom in 
the headlines. 

The government board is under contract 
to return theu intact to their various sud- 
tans and Gattos at the end of the Fair, and 
they are closely guarded on the reservation. 
It is likely, too, that the vastness of this 
country, as well as its customs and lan- 
guage, to which they are all unaccustomed, 
i deter them from running away, even

After returning to New York from Sine 
Sing, the first verdict having been over- 
turned by a higher court, Parks was one 
of the central figures in the Labor Day 
parade last September. When convicted the 
sccond time and sentenced to Sing Sing, 
he announced that he had given up the 
fieht for himself and for labor and wanted 
to @e in peace. 

Tim McCarthy, one of Parks’ associates. 
was also convicted and sent to Sing Sing 
on the charge of extortion. 

Since Parks’ condition became more geri- 
ous and death seemed only a question of 
a few days, there was talk of making an 
attempt to secure his pardon, but Goy.

HAD ESCORTED HER TO FAIR 


“Ask Her Yourself,” Said Parent En- 
coyragingly, but He Shot Him- 
self Instead. 


The faint heart of Emil Pohler, who 
feared to put his new-found love to the 
test, drove him to take his own life in the 
most tragic manner Tuesday night in @ 
vacant lot at Manchester and Macklind ave- 
nues. 

Love at first sight, so desperate that the 
slightest obstacle caused the deepest de- 
Spair and brought thoughts of death rather 
than hope of happiness, was Pholer's mis- 
fortune. He had known the obfect of his 
love only a few hoyfs, and had not spoken 
}to her of his affection, but when her father 
gave him what would have been to most 
men the highest encouragement, he shot 
himself and died to prove the fear he felt 
that she would refuse him. 

The truth of the old adage ‘‘Lucky at 
play, unluckly in love,” was proven Mm 
Pohler'si case. Just before his self-inflicted 
death hé had played at dice, and won. 

Tuesday evening Pohler called at the 
store of his friend, Albert Richter, whe in- 
troduced him to his daughter Jennie. Mrs. 
Richter and Miss Jennie were just starting 
for the World’s Fair, and Pohler offered 
to accompany them. His escort was ac- 
accepted, Pholer was well acquainted 
with Mrs. Richter, and during the 
evening had ample opportunity to enjoy the 
society of. the daughter. As a result he fell 
suddenly and violently in love with her. 

The trio returned to the Richter residence 
about 10:30 o'clock, and the two women re- 
tired to their rooms above the store without 
giving Pohler an opportunity to see Miss 
Richter alone. 

In the store were a number of Pohler'’s 
friends, and they all engaged !n a game of 
dice. After winning a number of games 
Pohler left the game and sat by himself In 
the corner for some time in moody silence, 

Then he called Hichter, the girl's father, 
to him and sald: 
“Albert. I have fallen in love with 
your daughter, and I want your permis- 
sion to marry her.” 

“I have nothing to say about it,” Rich- 
ter replied. “The girl is of age; why 
don't you ask her yourself?” 

Pohler replied that he was afraid she 

would refuse him, as she had known him 
so short a time. 
When he left the store to go to the 
World's Fair with the women, he had 
taken his revolver from his pocket and 
left it in Richter’s care. Now he asked 
for it. and returning it to his pocket 
abruptly left the store. 

He had been gone only a few minutes 
when Richter and.those in the store 
heard two shots. A search of the neigh- 
borhood was made, and Pohler'’s body 
was found in a vacant lot near by and 
taken to the morgue. 

Miss Richter was shocked when her 
father told her of Pohler'’s death so soon 
after his significant declaration. and said 
that she had not considered him in the 
light of a suitor, and that nothng in 
his talk indicated to her that he loved 
her. 

Pohler had lived at 5719 Manchester 
avenue. It is not known that he had any 
relatives in this country.

Prince and Princess Hohenlohe Are 
Expected to Attend the Cere- 
monies Thursday. 


RICH TROPHIES OF ROYALTY 


Magnificent Gifts to German Emperor 
to Be Ready for Inspection 
of the Public. 


The German commission will, at 4 o’clock 
Thursday afterfoon, open its building with 
a reception. 

Prince and Princess Hohenlghe, who 
have come from Germany: to attend .the 
Exposition, and their party, are expected to 
be present. 

Dr. Theodor Lewald, -commissioner-gen- 
eral from Germany, will recetye the guests. 
Musical selections will be given. No plan 
has been made for speeches. 

There remains much work to be done on 
the German building, but the men in charge 
state that all will be in readiness for 
Thursday afternoon. 

Furniture belonging to ‘Kaiser Wilhelm, 
and the magnificent gifts that were pre- 
sented .to him at the time of his wedding, 
will be placed ‘in order for the opening re- 
ception. 

One of the most important of these is a 
tall clock of silver. Its base is of heavy 
silver much decorated with carving. Beau- 
tiful candelabra, four feet in height and 
made of branching silver, are also among 
the Kaiser's presents. The furniture con- 
sists of beautiful chairs, inlaid tables with 
marble tops, verticoes, and chairs orna- 
mented with gold. 

A case will be placed’ in the “Branden- 
burg Kammer,’ a room which is a repro- 
duction of a chamber in the royal castle 
at Berlin, where many of the smaller and 
more valuable presents of the Kaiser will 
be displayed under glass. 

The beautiful EichenholzZ gallery, a re- 
production of the gallery in Charlotten- 
berg castle, is ready for the reception. Its 
ceiling is decorated with an original paint- 
ing by August Unger of Ber.in. At each 
end of the gallery are copies of the paint- 
ings in the gallery. These copies were 
made by Fraulein Schulz of Berlin. ‘ihe 
carpet of the Eichenholz gallery is green, 
and its walls are of German oak beauti- 
fully carved in Germany. It contains 


bronze busts of the present Kaiser and a 
number of his predecessors. including 
Frederick the Great and Wilhelm I. One 
of the Prince of Bavaria and others of 
reat men of Germany have positions of 
10Nnor. 

The members of the German commission 
plan to spend many of their evenings on 
the roof of the building. from which can 
be had one of the most beautiful views of 
the cascades and illuminations.

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PORT ARTHUR, May 4—<Another vicious 
attempt was made by the Japanese yester- 
day morning to block the entrance to Port 
Arthur. At a few minutes before 1 o'clock 
the first shots were fired, awakening the 
town with their thunderous noise. The gun- 
boats lying at the mouth of the harbor 
joined in the cannonade of the batteries, 
the firing gradually increasing in volume 
until there was a continuous crash of great 
runs. 

Some of the enemy's torpedo boats were 
discovered, but they were finally swallowed 
up in the darkness, and the batteries and 
warships, after forty minutes’ activity, were 
again shrouded in gloom, though the flash- 
ing searchlights showe tnat the military 
were alive to the warning conveyed of the 
approach of Japanese ships. 

Shortly before 2 o'clock, a searchlight 
played from the sea directly upon the en- 
trance of the harbor, lighting it up to show 
the way for the fire shipa

The projector moved to the right from | 
Liaotishan to Golden Hill. For a quarter 
of an hour the light was watched with 
curiosity and then a second cannonade was 
begun, the heaviest fire being directed to 
the left of Golden Hill, where the fire ships 
were located. At about 4 o’clock, the bat- 
teries ceased firing, save for an occasional 
shot. Just about dawn, the bark of the 
rapid fire guns and the crackling of the 
mitrailleuse was heard from Goldea Hill. 
Occasionally there were sounds of explo- 
sions as of mines going off. 

The enemy's ships were striking on Rus-, 
sia’s torpedoes. At this hour a magnifi- 
cent sea picture was formed by the soft 
light of the waning moon, the orange, 
flashes of the guns, the signal rockets and 
the purple fires on the steel colored sea 
which were alternately lighting up and 
dying out. The fire ships were ten in num- 
ber and of about 3000 tons each. 

It is reported that two Japanese torpedo 
beats were sunk, the remainder withdraw- 
ing in a damaged condition.

seen floating about outside the arbor. 
These were collected by the Russians, who 
brought them ashore and buried them.

To their keen eyes was due the 
prompt sighting of the enemy. This new 
attempt of the Japanese was on a much

The Russians captured 
two officers and thirty men. 

It is reported that twelve shi had been

It ig stated that the crews of the fire- 
ships included a number of Japanese cadets, 
who showed extraordinary bravery, es- 
pecially when the ships were s'nking.

KUUROPATKIN REPORTS 
RUSSIANS FOUGHT NOBLY, 
BUT WERE OVERWHELMED 


&T. PETERSBURG, May 4.—Gen. Kuro- 
patkin has sent the following report of the 
Russian defeat in the country at the mouth 


of the Yalu: 

“The Japanese advanced to attack over 
the river at Aiho. The position of the de- 
fenders, especially at Potletinazy, which 
was bomborded from the front and flank, 
became increasingly difficult ta hold. Thirty 
guns centered their fire against our bat- 
teries at thts point, but our battery, after 
silencing the enemy's mountain battery, 
turned its fire on the infantry, and suffered 
little losses until it was obliged to occupy 
another position. The Japanese, who had 
been routed by our fire, made renewed at- 
tacks with inforcements, which they 
brought up, but made no bayonet charge. 
Heaps of their bodies were piled at the 
crossing place. 
“Simultaneously with the attack on Po- 
tietintzy attack was made on the left flank 
of our Turen Chen sition. Our troops 
retired from the chief position to the rear 
at Turen Cheng, followed by a strong fire 
from the Japanese. The enemy then opened 
a strong artillery fire upon our new positin 
and commenced to move around our left 
flank. Two battalions of the Eleventh regi- 
ment and the Third battery of the artillery 
brigade advanced from the chief reserve 
and occupied a position commanding both 
fronts, thereby enabling our sorely pressed 
advanced lines and wounded to retire,

“One battalion of the Eleventh, although 
surrounded on both flanks and rear by the 
enemy, repeatedly turned upon the enemy 
with their bayonets and despite the bugles 
sounding the order to break line fought 


nobly. A priest, wounded in two places, led 
the troops, walking alone in the van, bear- 
“ing a cross aloft. This bayonet. attack en- 
abied the Eleventh to break through the 
Japanese lines and before the arrival of the 
lenth, under cover of whose fire all the de- 
tachments retreated. 

“Up to the present 800 wounded have been 
admitted to the hospital at Feng Wang 
Cheng, including 14 officers. Their safe 
transportation to the rear is guaranteed. 
Some Japanese cavalry have appeared 
southeast of Feng Wang Cheng, but close 
by there are two companies with two guns 
ready to meet them.

‘This is not Washington,’ id one of the 
commissioners, ‘‘and so-

trade relations with the United States ey- 
ery year worth many millions of dollars 
more than some of the ambassador coun- 
tries, and yet we are left out in the cold 
while the commissioners whose countries do 
a business with this-country one-tenth less 
are invited everywhere.

_ The rules committee of college football | 
has made more changes in the rules along 
the lines of the reform instituted last year 
im favor of open play. 

Several* radical changes were made, the 
most important being the rule permitting 
the quarterback to carry the ball im at- 
tack on any part of the field, and the rule 
regarding the number of men behind the 
line of the attacking side. 

It will be remembered that in deference 
to the universal cry for less mass play the 
rules committee last year made a change 
in the rules of offense that upset the foun- 
dation of Rugby football as. it has been 
played for years. 

The rule last year permitted the quarter- 
back to carry the ball in attack on that 
part of the field between the two 2-yard 
lines providing that he crossed the line of 
scrimmage at least five yards from the 
point at which the ball was put in play. 
This prevented a quarterback plunge and 
offered an unlimited opportunity for qyick 
quarterback runs. 

This year the committee has gone fur- 
ther, and the quarterback can now carry 
the ball on any part of the field. This ryle 
was revolutionary to such an extent last 
year that few coaches were quick enough 
to grasp the possibilities that lay in it. 
But with the still further enlargement of 
the rule and the spring practice for experi- 
ment it is expected. that there will be some 
startling plays this fall, based on the 
quarterback run. 

The other rule mentioned permits the 
attacking team to scrimmage with only six 
men on the line. Only one of the men be 
hind the line must play beyond the end 
of the line of scrimmage. This is a great 


concession to the attacking team and of- 
fers a still larger field for offensive 
strategy. 

The drop or place -kick goal from the 


field will only count four points instead of | 
five, as heretofore. The penalty for off- 


side play has been. reduced to 15 yards 
and several other severe penalties have been 
lightened. The g®neral rule in regard to 
“actions palpably unsportsmanlike”’ has 
been enlarged and the pefhalty of five yarcs 
remains the same.

It 
Was a simple narrative of the experience of a family, and de- 
scribes hardships imposed upon them which should receive the 
thoughtful attention of the Exposition management. 

The mother, who describes herself as poor and as having 
saved up money enough to take herself and her children to the 
opening, found herself unable to satisfy the primary neces- 
sities without paying, and unable to get even a convenient 
She had to pay for the use of a 
toilet room, pay for water. pay for a seat and when she and 
her worn out and sick childre. »ottempted to sit down in the 
Open space, they were roughly driven away by guards. 

Briefly summed up, therefore, the comforts which should be 
Supplied to the people free and which she found lacking were 
water, seats, toilet conveniences and official courtesy. 

The story is not a pleasant one, but on the eontrary is full 
Gf pathos to all those who know the trials of women, especially 
poor women, with children in public places. 

This woman represents a great mass of people who will go 
to the fair aad whose support is necessary for its success. The 
Exposition cannot live on the support of the rich aléne. The 
bulk of its redtipts will come from people of moderate ,and 
small means. The management consider their needs, 
their means, their comfort; it must protect them so far ag lies 
in its power from extortion. Jt must provide necessary con- 
VYeniences for them without charge. 

Of course, the first day is not a fair test of the manage- 
ment’s intentions or of the provision they expect, to make. for 
the public. The mcouiiivtehers of the work was the cause of 
some hardships on the publie which wi!] not be imposed later 
But the letter was full of valuable suggestions which 
Bhould be acted upon, © f 
- Above all things, the public should receive the utmost court- 
easy from the officials and guards with whom it comes in con- 
tact. This is the foundation of success for a public exposition. 
The “man elothed in a little brief authority who plays fantas- 
tic tricks” stiould have no place in the exposition forces.

The usual Pittsburg estimate of the real 
value of the Stcel Trust's is 
$600,000,000. “The interest upon that at 5 
per cent would be $30,000,000. The actual 
interest upon the trust’s bonds at 5 per 
cent, its preferred stock at 7 per cent and 
its common at 4 per cent, if all were paid, 
would take over $70,000,000 of annual earn- 
ings.

The financial editor of the Evening Post 
tells but the bald truth when he says: 

“It is nowsa sufficiently recognized and 
conceded point in financial circles that div- 
idends on ‘steel common’ were never war- 
ranted from the first and would never have 
been paid but for the exigencies of Stock 
Exchange promotion.” 

Having caught the speculative public 
with offers of stock bearing the “unload- 
ing’ process how did the steel financiers 
proceed to conserve the interests of the 
stockholders thus gained? 

First, by robbing them through the great 
“bond-conversion” scheme. The plan of 
this gigantic spoliation was to change $200,- 
000,000 of preferred stock into a like quan- 
tity of second-mortgage bonds, and to is- 
sue $50,000,000 additional bonds for cash. The 
syndicate that undertook this change was 
to have 4 per cent “commission” upon the 
entire sum, or $10,000,000. It expected also 
to gain the difference in market value be- 
tween bonds and stock, which is now 20 
per cent and has never been lower than 15 
per cent. If the plan could have been car- 
ried out before the “slump” there m'ght 
easily have been not less than $40,000,000 for 
the syndicate of clear profit, while the 
trust would have “gained” $40,000,000 “‘cash 
capital,” at the cost of paying interest 
upon $50,000,000. 


The public opinion of the street did com- 
pel the abandonment of the “conversion 
plan."" The eminent financiers apparently

fer for their extraordinary lack of sensi- 
tive and their disregard of the honor which 
inspire directors? 


The Steel Trust is a splendid property. 
It does not need an illegal monopoly, it 
does not need the continuance of the worse 
than war tax upon the American consumer, 
through the tariff, to pay a reasonable 
profit upon a reasonable capltal. It does 
need conservative managemeent by the 
directors for the stockholders, not for 
“‘syndicates.”” When is that policy to be- 
gin? Could there be a more eloquent no- 
tification to the country that it had begun 
than would be furnished by the forced re- 
tirement of Schwab from its board of di- 
rectcrs?
